Except for the inaugural meeting 
(which was also attended by repre- 
sentatives of the Isracli Embassy— 
the Ambassador, Mr. E. Elath: the 
Counsellor, Mr. G. Avner; and the 
Consul, Mr. R. Amir) all the other 
sessions of the conference on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday 
were held in private. 

Welcoming the delegates from other 
lands, the Marchioness of Reading. 
President of the British Section of the 
WJC... said that in this country there 
was not ome heart that did not -bea: 
faster because of the courage displayed 
by the Israeli Army during the Sinai 
campaign and the steadfasiness of the 
civilian population behind it. Whatever 
the outcome of the present confused 
situation may be, she told the Israeli 
delegation. “you have made a mark 
in history that will never be forgotten.” 

Sinai Campaign 

In the course of a comprehensive and 
brilliant survey of the Israeli and world 
Jewish scene Dr, Goldmann made two 
major pronouncements of policy. One 
was a warning that the Arab-Israeli 
conflict should not be allowed to 

* dewenerate into a struggle between 
the Jewish people and the Arab world 
but that the legitimate aspirations of 
Jewish and Arab nauonalisms be recon- 
ciled in accordance with the historic 
record of coexistence beiween the Jews 
and Moslems im the bygone centuries 
The other was an adnmussion that the 
old policy of irvime to alleviate the 
position of Russian Jewry by quict 
diplomatic approaches had failed. They 
must now, the President declared, serve 
notice that they would “ keep the pro- 
blem alive and continue to press for our 
demands, which included the possi- 
bility of making contacts with the Jews 
of Soviet Russia as well as establishing 
their right fo emigrate 

Dr. Goldmann began his address with 
an assessment of the resulis of the Simai 
campaign Its main positive conse- 
quence, he stated, “ was the international 
dramatisation of the problems of Israel's 
security, the tremendous measure of 
sympathy and understanding manifested 
to Israel and to its security demands 
by public opinion nearly everywhere in 
the free world, and the realisation bv 
Powers, that the situation 
hetween Isracl and the Arab world can- 
not remain as it was during the last 
years. 

* Unfortunately,” the President went 
on, “the main hope which some may 
have connected with the Sinai campaign, 
namely that mw will impress the Arab 
States and, above all Egypt. with the 
fact of Israel's existence with the collapse 
of the hope of Arab extremists to

Development

JERUSALEM 

Grave concern has been caused in 
Isracl by the news that the United 
States has completed arrangements 
to use the Suez Canal on Nasser’s 
terms. The possibility that Great 
Britain would accept the position, 
even if temporarily, has come as a 
great disappointment to the Israelis. 

Opposition parties are describing this 
development as another failure in Israel's 
diplomacy, aS no guaranice has been 
obtained that Isracl would be able to use 
the Canal. 

Mrs. Golda Meir, the Foreign Min- 
ister, gave a full report on the position 
to the. Knesset Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee on Tuesday. The meeting was 
attended by Mr. Ben-Gurion, who has 
returned from his holiday at Sde Boker. 
All members of the Committee agreed 
that an attempt should be made to send 
an Isracli ship, flying the Isracli flag, 
through the Suez Canal! 

The Israchi Foreign Ministry has fully 
endorsed a statement made by Mr. Abba 
Eban, the Israch Ambassador to the 
United States, that any aftack by Egypt 
on an Israch ship in the Suez Canal 
would be regarded as an attack on Israel. 

There are mdications that this question 
will also be discussed by Mr. Ben- 
Gurion with Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld 
at their forthcoming: meeting: in Israci. 
This meeting has been suggested by the 
U.N. Secretary-General in a letter to the 
Isracli Prime Minister. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion has rephed that Mr. Hammarsk- 
joeld would be welcomed in Isracl.

SEVEN CAIRO JEWS 
GAOLED 


Alleged Currency 
Offences

The Cairo daily At-AHRAM reports 
that four Jews from Alexandria and 
three from Cairo have been 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. 
They are alleged to have smuggled 
money out of the country to 
Switzerland. 

Eighteen Moslems, the paper states, 
have been sentenced to between one 
and five years’ imprisonment for similar 
offences. Semtences of five years’ 
imprisonment are also stated to have 
been imposed on 45 other persons, most 
of them Jews, who have left the country. 

The proceedings took place in camera 
between April 9 and April 23, and the 
sentences were confirmed by the Military 
Governor-General—Egypt is still under 
martial law. 

All the properties belonging to those 
sentenced have been seize by the 
authorities.

By order 
of the Government, a ceremony at 
the Jewish Martyr MViemorial was 
included in the official com- 
memorative programme. 

On Friday evening a special 
memorial service was held at the 
Grande Synagogue. 

French Jewry has been com- 
memorating the Warsaw Ghetto 
uprising; but, as usual, the diverse 
political groups from Kevisionists to 
Communists have held separate 
meetings.

As long as this is*not granted 
the US.S.R, will have done wrong by 
the Jewish people: and the Jewish 
people, with courage and determination, 
will continue to insist on these rights. 
In this, our stand, we hope to have the 
support of all right-minded people, 
including Communists and friends of the 
Soviet Union; and there %& feason to 
helieve that many outside the Soviet 
Umon, including even elements in 
various Communist parties, understand 
our attitude. We. serve notice here and 
now that we shall keep this issue alive 
and that we shall continue to press for 
our demands, including the possibility 
of re-establishing contact with the Jewi 
community of -.Russia, and | am con- 
fident that despite all differences and 
difficulties we shall succeed one day. 


National Minority 


“The World Jewish Congress con- 
cern with this issue has nothing to do 
with the specific social régime prevailing 
in Eastern Europe.” Dr Goldmann 
stressed We ace convinced that Jews 
can live and survive under any human 
It would in itself be a 
severe indictment of a social system 
were it to make Jewish existence 
impossible on. principle. We have 
never accused Communism of being such 
a system and Communism, on the other 
hand. has always proclaimed the right 
of national minorities to Maintain their 
identity. The Soviet Constitution grants 
such rights to national minorities and 
takes pride in this. Officially. the Soviet 
Constitution recognises Jews as a national 
minority. The nationality of a Jewish 
ciuzen of the U.S.S.R. is defined in his 
passport as Jewish. Communist 
Governments in various countries have 
enabled and are enabling Jewish 
munorities to. live their own lives.. In 
Poland, Hungary, Rumaria, Bulgaria— 
not to mention Yugoslavia—Jewish 


communities and commpnal organisa- 
tions, synagogues and rabbinical mstitu- 
tions, Jewish theatres and newspapers 
have been in existence to a varying 
exient, 

“Even the U.S.S.R. from her early 
beginnings up to the 1930s facilitated 
Jewish literature and theatre, including 
*Habimah. the Hebrew theatre. This 
would seem to prove that there is 
nothing in the theory and the programme 
of Communism which rules out Jewish 
life and the survival of Jews as an entity. 
It is only since the 19305 that Jewish 
institutions were suppressed. In the last 
years of Stalinism Jewish writers were 
liquidated and all remnants of Jewish 
life recklessly eliminated. This policy 
of the Stalin régime was only recently 
publicly condemned by Soviet leaders. 
who have tried to make good the wrongs 
and crimes commitied by the Stalin and 
Beria régimes against various minorities. 

one minority for which no such 
correction was made is the Jewish 
minority. True, some of the arrested 
Jewish writers who had not been 
executed were relcased and some com- 
pensation paid to the families of those 
who had been liquidated. But. a few 
Yiddish concerts. the publication of a 
prayer book, and the establishment of a 
so-called Yeshiva’ in Moscow apart. 
nothing substantial has happened and 
the Jewish community cannot be claimed 
to enjoy the same rights and oppor- 
tunities as in such full 
measure to other minorities in the 
USSR.” 


Major Problem 


Dr. Goldmarin went on to say that 
the WJC. had until now not dealt 
with the problems of Russian Jewry 
publicly in the hope that contact with 
the leaders of the Soviet Union would 
be established to bring about 
solution. But the violent reaction of the 
Soviet rulers to the Sinai campaign and 
the open threats to Israel's existence 
had made the dispatch of a W J.C. 
delegation to the U.S.S.R.. inadvisable. 
“In my view.” he said. “the time has 
now come for Jewish ofganisations to 
raise the problem of East European 
Jewry and of Soviet Jewry in particular 
World opinion must be made aware of 
the fact that we consider this issue as 
the major Jewish problem next to that 
of tsrael.”’ 

Dr. Goldmann expressed the hone 
“that our generation will yet see the 
day when large numbers of Soviet Jews 
will be allowed to 20 to Israel.” and 
appealed to the Soviet leaders to apply 
to Isracl a policy of peace and friend- 
ship which they frequently stated was

Jewry was introduced because (and after) 
the original Soviet policy towards the

The convocation of a special wor'd 
conference on Jews in Eastern Europe 
and Russia was ureed by many delegates 
when the Executive discussed the position 
of Jewish communities in those countries. 

Dr. S. Levenberg (London) called for 
the establishment of a special department 
by the WJ.C. to study the present 
position and difficulties of these com- 
munities and the introduction of a “ Day 
of Solidarity’ with Soviet Jewry im 
order to mobilise public opinion, 

One of the American delegates, Profes- 
sor Horace Kallen. said they first had to 
find out what the facts were He could 
not help. feeling that in this discussion 
their hearts were more involved than 
their heads. Human rights were every- 
body's rights and not just Jewish rights. 
They should also bear in mind that for 
Soviet Russia the W.J.C. was a “ cosmo- 
politan organisation. 

Dr. A. Vais (Yugoslavia) said that 
there was full justification for Congress 
to consider itself an organisation which 
was Dolitically neutral as between East 
and West, but the Quesiion was whether 
this interpretation of the Congress 
attitude would be accepted by those with 
wished to negotiate 
Eastern Europe. It would be necessary 
for the WJC. to persuade them that 
they were not only concerned with the 
right of emigration to- Israel, but just as 
much with the Jews of these countries 
who wished to remain and to live there 
as citizens. 

The Marchioness of Reading said they 
would like to come closer to their 
brethren in the East. They wanted the 
Jews of Russia and of Eastern Europe 
to know that they were not forgotten. 


Israel's Struggle 


Introducing a discussion on Israel, the 
Israeli Minister for Development, Mr. 
Mordecai Bentov, said that Israel was 
struggling for security, equality, and 
peace. He urged the WJ.C. to help in 
the establishment of friendly relations 
between Israel and the nations of Africa 
and Asia. 

During the debate on the Jewish 
Position in the countries of North Africa 
and Egypt, on Wednesday morning, Dr. 
M. L. W.J.C. representative 
United Nations, stated that 
although some of the anti-Jewish 
measures of the Nasser régime had been 
rescinded, the W.J.C. would continue to 
press for a formal condemnation of 
Egyptian persecution. It would. also 
insist that there be “complete redress 
of the damage caused to Egyptian Jews.” 

In the afternoon, Dr. Holdessan out- 
lined the scheme for world-wide consulta- 
tions and exchanges among international 
and national Jewish bodies on major issues 
of Jewish concern. He pointed out that 
the acceptance of the scheme—for an 


experimental period of two years—by the | 


British Board of Deputies and other 
Jewish organisations had simplified the 
position. The W.J.C., too, would have

The Israeli Ambassador and Madame 
Elath gave a reception at the Embassy 
on Tuesday for the delegates to the 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE ZADOKITES 


HEN Solomon succeeded 

his father David as King 

of Israeli he appointed 
Zadok, who had faithfully sup- 
ported him, as High Priest. With 
this appointment there was founded 
a High Priestly dynasty which for 
length of tenure of office has prob- 
ably few parallels in world history. 
The descendants of Zadok occupied 
the High Priesthood during the 
whole period of the First. Temple 
until its destruction by Nebuchad- 
nezzar in 586 B.c.E. 


This calamity, however, did not 
bring to an end this remarkable con- 
tinutty of service, In hs ecstatic 
vision of the new Temple, which is 
the subject of the last enght chapters 
of the priestly prophet Ezeky¢l, from 
which the Haftara of this Sabbath is 
taken, the exiled seer prophesies “ But 
the priests, the Levites, the sons of 
Zadok, that kept the charge of my 
sanctuary when the children of Israel 
went astray from me—they shall come 
near to minister unto me,” and that 
prophecy was fulfilled. Joshua the 
High Priest, who was appointed as 
the spiritual leader of the returned 
exiles after the Declaration of Cyrus 
in 536 B.C.E., was a descendant of 
Zadok, and it was from this distin- 
guished family that all the High 
Priests of the Second Temple, until 
the events preceding the Maccabean 
Revolt, about 175 B.c.e., were drawn. 
The famous Simeon Ha-Zaddik was 
not only “One of the last survivors 
of the Great Synagogue ” (Ethics i, 2), 
but was also one of the last scions of 
the House of Zadok to occupy the 
High Priesthood, since the last 
Zadokite to occupy this office was his 
grandson. 


EXCLUDING the time between 


two Temples, when there was 
naturally no High Priesthood, the 
spiritual reign of the sons of Zadok 
covers a period of nigh upon a mil- 
lennium, from Solomon to Judas 
Maccabeus. Through the periods of 
idolatry and national apostasy which 
mars so much of the history of the 
First Temple, in Babylonian exile, 
under Persian and Greek rule these 
faithful servitors “ kept the charge of 
my sanctuary.” 

The accession of the Maccabees to 
the High Priesthood marks, therefore, 
a revolutionary change in the dynastic 
High Priesthood. To the religious 
party in Israel.the reign of the Has- 
monean High Priests was a grievous 
disappointment. Against the first 
generation, that of Judas Maccabeus 
and his brothers, there were no com- 
plaints, but from the second genera- 
tion their increasing secularism and 
leaning towards Sadduceeism caused a 


breach, which ultimately split the 
Commonwealth in two. 

It was almost certainly during this 
period that the Dead Sea Scrolls, 
whose discovery in 1947 thrilled the 
whole world, Were written. Two 
aspects of these works figure promi- 
nently. The one is that the sect which 
produced them—as well the 
Damascus document discovered and 
published by Shechter—call them- 
selves Zadokites; the other is that 
they envisage the coming of the 
Teacher of Righteousness, who will 
destroy the ~ Wicked Priest.” Many 
ingenious attempts have been made to 
identify both the Teacher of 
Righteousness and the Wicked Priest. 
Surely, after the account which has 
been given above, a simple explana- 
tion suggests itself. In their grievous 
disappointment at the faithlessness of 
the Hasmonean High Priests, a group 
of religious zealots banded ‘them- 
selves together under the name of the 
Zadokites. 


"THEY looked back wistfully to the 

good old days of the Zadokite 
High Priesthood, from Zadok to 
Joshua, and from. Joshua to Simeon 
the Just, one of the last High Priests 
and one of the most prominent figures 
of those who developed the Oral Law 
and owt of whom the Pharisees, the 
religious party, developed, Nostal- 
gically they Rankered for the days 
when ~ The Priests, the Levites, the 
sons of Zadok, that kept the charge 
of my sanctuary when the children of 
Israel went astray from me—they shall 
come near to minister unto me.” The 
~ Wicked Priest” is the reigning Has- 
monean High Priest, who represented 
all that was wrong in the religious 
loyalties of the priesthood, the 
Teacher of Righteousness, who would 
destroy and succeed him, would he 
the scion of the ancient High Priestly 
family of the sons of Zadok. The 
days of old would be renewed and 
righteousness and faith would reign 
supreme,

WARSAW GHETTO HERO 


There is probably no one better 
qualified to speak about the Warsaw 


Ghetto rising than Mr. Yizhak 
Cukierman (€ Antek”),. the Deputy 
Commander of the Jewish combat 


units in the Ghetto, who was invited 
by the Polish-Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s 
Association to address their Warsaw 
Ghetto memorial meeting in London 
on Sunday. Appointed a member of 
the Presidium of the Co-ordinating 
Committee of representatives of all 
Jewish -parties in the Ghetto in 
October, 1942, he soon rose to the 
position of Deputy Commander of the 
unified Jewish Combat Organisation 
(Z.0.B.) responsible for 
and supphes. He took part in many 
battles and attacks on the Nazis as 
leader of a defence squad, and when 
the Ghetto was finally liquidated, 
“ Antek,” one of the few survivors, 
escaped to join Jewish underground 
fighters in the woods. After the war 
he settled in Israel, where he married 
Cywia Lubetkin, a heroine of the 
Warsaw Ghetto rising. He is one of 
ihe leading members of the Kibbutz 
Lochamei Haghettaot. To quote the 
historian of the Jewish underground 
movement, Mr. Joseph Tenenbaum. 
~ There are not many Cukiermans 
even in a nation rich in heroes.”

PASSAGE THROUGH 
SUEZ 


Britain Supports Israel's 


Right 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Britain still adheres to the six prin- 
ciples of the United Nations on the 
Suez Canal, including freedom of pas- 
sage for Israeli shipping. This was 
made clear in the Commons on Wed- 
nesday by Mr. Setwyn Ltoyp, the 
Foreign Secretary, when, although not 
jn a position to announce the Govern- 


-ment’s intentions with regard to the 


future use of the Canal, he stressed 
that both this waterway and the Gulf 
otf Aqaba must be open to Isracl. 

Mr. Lioyd was supported in this stand 
by Members on both sides of the House, 
and there were cheers when he said: 
“*] think this matier will be a test of 
the United Nations.” 

Mr. Barnetrr Janner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) referred to Egypi’s§ deliberate 
flouting of the decision of the United 
Nations and asked why the British repre- 
sentative at the United Nations had not 
made a categorical statement in relation 
to the freedom of Israeli shipping in the 
Same way as was done by other nations. 

Mr. Lioyd replied that the position of 
the Government had been made abso- 
lutely clear. They regarded the Siraits 
of Aqaba as being open to free access 
and they also considered that the provi- 
sions of the 1888 Convention applhed to 
Israeli ships. 


Mr. Bevan’s Question 


Mr. ANEURIN Bevan (Lab., Ebbw 
Vale), speaking for the first time on_ his 
return from the Middle East, said that 
some ships had already made use of the 
Gulf of Aqaba and the docks of Elath. 
This being so, was the Government 
encouraging a:diversification of the use 
of the Gulf’ of Agaba in the best pos- 
sible way and as early as possible in 
order to establish the nmghts of inter- 
national navigation in those waters ? 

Mr. Lioyd: “We maintain that the 
right of free navigation exists. kt is a 
matter for those who wish to charter 
ships or te ship goods to that port. So 
far as the Government is. concerned we 
have said again and again that we regard 
as a fright for ships to sail freely 
through that passage.” 

Mr. Bevan: “In view of the fact that 
the Government has so far discouraged 
the use of the Suez Canal, would it not 
be desirable to encourage the use of the 
Gulf of: Aqaba ?” - 

Mr. Lioyd said it depended on com- 
mercial considerations. whether British 
shipowners or the charterers of British

COMPLAINTS BY 
REFUGEES 


Meeting with Keren 
Hatorah 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A group of 77 Hungarian Jewish 
refugees met leaders of the Agudist 
Keren Hatorah at the headquarters 
of the organisation (32 Amburst Park, 
N.16), on Monday. 

The refugees voiced many complaints 
against the Central British Fund about 
their treatment—since they arrived in ihis 
country and particularly about alleged 
discrepancies. i PaSsOver grants. A 
resolution was Carried requesting that the 
Hon, Officers of the C.B.F. receive a 
delegation of the refugees in order to 
hear their grievances. 

Rabbi A. Babad. Vice-President of the 
Keren Hatorah, said they had agreed 
to the meeting with the refugees because 
ever since the emergency had arisen, 
the Keren Hatorah had concérned itself 
with the problem of the refugees. So 
far, he said, they had contributed about 
£7,000 for their relief, apart from relict 
in kind, 

Mr. Rubner, spokesman of the 
refugees and head of the Hungarian 
Jewish Religious Refugees’ Society, said 
that though their Association was called 
“ Religious’ they did not differentiate 
between Orthodox and non-Orthodox 
Jews. “We appeal to the Keren 
Hatorah, and to the Rabbanim in this 
country, he said, “to give wus their 
support in. overcoming our present 
financial difficulties.” He also spoke of 
the urgent need for furniture and accom. 
modation 

Another refugee said that if their 
relatives still in Hungary had the moncy 
to pay for their tickets they might be 
able to leave the country. He alleged 
that when requests for such assistance 
was made to the C.B.F. they were 
refused outright. 

Mr. A Schweid (a member of the 
Keren Hatorah Committee) urged the 
need for a revision of “the whole set- 
up” of the C.B.F. and its system of 
granting relief so as to enable the 
refugees to settle down and to 
rehabilitate themselves.

Presenting the report of the Welfare 
Commitiee, Mr. Wigman stated that by 
the end of 1956 there had been on their 
files 1.563 cases covering disability, pen- 
sions, hardship, sickness, old age, accom- 
modation, employment, matrimonial 
difficulties, etc., of which 128 had been 
new applications for assistance made 
during the past year. The expenditure 
on welfare work, covered by the specially 
established Ajex Charitable Trust, had 
risen during 1956 io over £1,440, apart 
from the amounts spent by local branches 
themselves to assim ex-Service personnel 
in their own areas, 

Ajex, Mr. Wigman went on, co-operated 
with the Britush Legion and the other 
ex-Service organisations in the campaign 
to raise the basic rate of disability pen- 
sions to 90 shillings. A resolution (from 
the Hackney branch) in support of that 
demand was carried unanimously by the 
conference, 

Mr. Wigman pointed out that the 
marked increase in the number of 
“welfare cases” had been due directly 
to the Suez crisis, which had been fol- 
lowed by the arrival of large numbers 
of refugees from Egypt—Jewish. ¢x-Ser- 
vicemen among them—and by an increase 
in the number of Anglo-Jewish ex-Ser- 
vicemen who had apphed for assistance 
in ther efforts to emigrate. 

In a general survey of fascist activities 
in Britain, Mr. Savitt stated that during 
the past. year Union Movement had 
changed its tactics. More indoor than 
outdoor gatherings were being _ held. 
Outside London, the main centres of 
fascist activity had been Birmingham 
and Manchester. 

The report also included a section on 
the Arab boycott of Isracl, which had 
been. extended inio a campaign of dis- 
crimination against all Jewish firms or 
even non-Jewish firms with Jews among 
their personnel, 


Arab Boycott Deplored 


Mr. Savitt, on behalf of the Stamford 
Hill branch, proposed a resolution which 
“deplored the readiness with which 
certain British companies have submitted 
to this [Arab] pressure” and “ con- 
demned the discrimination being exer- 
cised by Arab States against British 
subjects of the Jewish fauh or Britis 
firms having members of the Jewish fait 
on their managements and staffs.”’

A.J.A) Elects Mr. Maurice Edelman, M.P. 


BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


Mr. Maurice Edelman, M.P., who was elected Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Association at a meeting 
of the committee last week, has expressed the view, in a letter to the 
President of the Association, Mr. R. N. Carvalho, that he “ sees no possi- 
bility of any conflict between his duties as a Member of Parliament and 
those of Chairman of the Foreign Affairs Committee. Should there be 
by any mischance such a conflict on any issue my duties as a Member 
would, of course, take precedence ; and in those circumstances | should 
naturally resign from the office of Chairman.” 


The letter was quoted by the Presi- 
dent at a meeting of the Council of 
the Association at Woburn House, 
London, on Tuesday, at which Mr. 
Carvalho welcomed Mr, Edelman as 
the new Chairman and paid a tribute 
to Mr. Rowlafid Landman, who had 
found it necessary to resign from the 
office owing to increased personal 
responsibilities. Mr, Landman, said 
the President, had made a remarkable 
contribution both to the work of the 
A.J.A. and to Jewish affairs in general. 

The President also reported the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Gershon Ellenbogen, who 
was. Hon. Secretary of the commitice for 
many years. Mr. Ellenbogen found him- 
self too preoccupied with his professional! 
commitments to continue in that capacity.

Edelman after he had received his invita- 
tion to be nominated as the Chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee, since 
it seemed to him to clear up any problem 
relating to the responsibilities of leader- 
ship in the Jewish community borne by 
Jewish Members of Parliament. 


Approach to Conservatives 


Mr. Edelman had been most anxious, 
said Mr. Carvalho, that he (the Presi- 
dent) should approach certain prominent 
members of the Associations who were 
actively associated with the Conservative 
Party to seek their views on his nomina- 
tion; the persons concerned had been 
most happy at the thought that Mr. 
Edelman would accept the invitation, said 
Mr. Carvalho. 

On the question of co-ordinating the 
work of Anglo-Jewish organisations in 
the field of forcign affairs, the President 
inforthed the meeting that although they 
had made no progress in arriving at 
a Satisfactory understanding with the 
Board of Deputies there had recent! 
been an event of some importance which 
should be an cncouragement to all of 
them.. In March he had written to the

of the British clemenis of the non- 
governmental bodies would be useful, 
and Mr. Janner had agreed. The meeting 
took place on March 27, where there 
were present representatives not only of 
the Board and the Association but of 
the Agudas Isracl, the World Jewish 
Congress, and the World Union of 
Progressive Judaism. li was a consiruc- 
tive and valuable meeting and he hoped 
it would be the first of many more. 

After making a survey of recent events 
in the Middle East and the political reper- 
cussions, Mr. Carvalho ended his presi- 
dential statement by expressing the best 
wishes of the Association to Isracl and 
its citizens on the celebration of the ninth 
anniversary of its independence. They 
hoped a prayed that the coming year 
would be a period of peace and calm for 
Israel and that they would come nearer 
to a permanent solution of the whole 
conflict in the Middle East. 


Approach to Russia 


The question of a united Jewish 
approach to the Russian Government was 
raised by Mr. Harry Samuels. He 
thought that the whole question of co- 
ordination in the realm of forcign affairs 
was being befogged and obscured by 
the term “co-ordination on a world 
sphere * between Jewish bodies. What- 
ever the reasons for the failure might 
have been, suggestions were made that 
there should be a united. verbal approach 
to the leaders of the Russian Govern- 
ment when they were here. But because 
that attempt failed, he argued, there 
was no reason why an attempt should 
not -be made “through the ordinary 
channels” to get in touch with the 
Russian Government by a written 
approach which might be more effective 
than was the frustrated personal 
approach. . He thought thai it was the 
duty of the Association towards the 
Jewish public to make that suggestion to 
the other bodics. 

The President said he regarded the 
subject. with considerable caution, par- 
ticularly since the events of last Novem- 
ber. tt was a subject on which they 
could not say very much at the moment, 
and it would have to be referred to 
again on another occasion. 

In presenting his first report as Chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
Mr. Edelman said he believed that the 
work of a Forcign Affairs Committee of 
such a voluntary body as the A.J.A. fell 
into two parts. First, there was the 
detailed work which must be conducted 
without the glare of puwblicily; and 
secondly, there was the wider question 
of matters of principle affecting the 
imterests of their coreligiomsts abroad. 
There had been a tendency on the part 
of certain bodies to popularise and even 
to dramatise their activities. He believed 
that the function of their Committee 
should really be “to hold its fire” for 
those great occasions when it was neces- 
sary tor the Association to intervene. 
That was the way in which to make 
their work most effective.

ANTISEMITISM AT 
GOLF CLUB 


Finchley Dispute 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Allegations that the Finchley Golf 
Club excludes Jews from its member- 
ship are contained in an electoral 
pamphlet of the local Liberals for the 
forthcoming municipal elections. 

The club operates on land leased to it 
by the Finchley Borough Council, 

Mr. Frank Davis, iberal candidaie 
for the Manor Ward of the Borough 
(who is a Jew), has been investigating 
allegations of racial discrimination in 
Finchley, The leaflet goes on to sum- 
marise the results of his inquiry as far 
as the golf club is concerned. Quotin 
extracts from the “ Official Handbook 
of the Borough of Finchicy ~ and from 
the Council inutes, the leaflet states 
that the land forming the Finchicy golf 
links was leased to the club in return 
for a payment which should be equal to 
the amount which the Council is called 
upon annually to expend in connection 
with that property. According io the 
leaflet, however, the Council appeared to 
bear financial losses as a result of the 
lease——which amounted to £3,310 for the 
years 1951-54; to £673 in 1955: and to 
£533 in 1956. Those losses (which are 
quoted from the Accounts of the Coun- 
cil) were borne by the ratepayers, the 
leaflet states. It also quotes extracts 
from two letters from Jews who, on 
applying for membership of the golf 
club, were informed by the Secre- 
tary that “since the formation of the 
club there had always been a bar against 
Jewish members.” 

When I asked the Secretary, Mr. A. E. 
Ball, about the statements attributed to 
him, he replied that he could nenher 
deny nor confirm them. “ from 
memory,” he added, he thought there 
were some Jewish members who had 
joined the dub about twenty years ago. 
The Town Clerk, Mr. R. M. Franklin, 
told me that there was nothing in the 
terms of the lease to prevent the club 
from operating a bar against Jews. He 
admitted that the Council had one direc- 
tor on the Board of Management of the 
club, but his function was only to look 
after the inferesis of the Council as the 
landiord of the property. As to the 
financial loss incurred by the Council, he 
stated that “in time this will cost the 
ratepayers nothing.” He had heard 
about the allegations of a bar against 
Jews in the club, Mr. Franklin declared, 
but “ this was a matter of policy for the 
Council to deal with if they so desire.” 

It is understood that the Council have 
accepted a request for an inquiry.

A SINAI CAMPAIGN 
“ BALANCE-SHEET ” 


The Hon. E. Samuel on 
a “Lost Opportunity ”

A “balance-sheet™ of gains and 
losses resulting from the Sinai 
campaign was presented by the Hon. 
Edwin Samuel, C.M.G., last week at a 
meeting of the Friends of the Hebrew 
University in London. 


Mr. Samuel said that Israel had been 
ay successful in her first aims: 
to clear out the fedayeen bases, capture 
Egyptian war material, and disrupt the 
Egyptian plan of attack. . 

Now she had breathing space for her 
own development. In her aim to defeat 
Nasser in battle however, she had been 
only half successful, he said. Nasser's 
hold on Egyptian public a today 
was even stronger than before, and his 
defeat was announced as a “ victory. 


Referring to the problem of the 
300,000 refugees in the Strip, Mr. Samuel 
expressed the opinion that Israel had, 
perhaps, missed an opportunity of 
winning a great deal of public support 
- nes offering to take some of these into 
srael. 


Relations with France 


Isracl had had to pay a par ee 
for her achievements and the failures, 
he said. Her relations with the United 
States and Russia had worsened-—but 
her relations with France were much 
improved. A great achievement was the 
amount of sympathy which Israci had 
won throughour the world. She now 
wanted to be left alone and to sign peace 
treaties with her neighbours, though 
personally he saw very little chance of 
this happening. It was his opinion that

Simon S. Federbush, of America, (Chair- 
man of the Council of Brith Ivruh 
Olamuh and a member of the Ziontst

Woodworking machine shops form an 
essential. part of factorics large and 
small, and there has been a remarkable 
increase in the use of automatic machines. 
which can repeat processes hundreds of 
times with outstanding accuracy and 

The young Iearner-technicians are given 
expert training in the use of wood 
machinery; and they atiend courses of 
instruction to prepare for the City and 
Guilds of London. Institute examinations. 
The student crafisman wil] learn to make 
sketches, handle various machines, 
estimate the quantities, and icarn about 
the properties and uses of timber, cic. 
Particulars of these techniques are des- 
cribed in “Wood Sawyer and Wood 
Cutting Machinist.”

TRAINING OF 
CHILDREN 


Federation Establishing 
Asian Branch 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An Asian section for the Inter- 
national Federation of Children’s 
Communities is to be organised with 
headquarters in Israel, and Israel will 
be the host country to the next annual 
conference of the Federation (which 
operates under the auspices of 
Unesco), which will be held in the 
spring of 1958. 

Mr. Moshe Kol, the head of Youth 
Aliyah, who attended this year’s confer- 
ence in Brighton last week, told me that 
for the first time another Asian country, 
India, had sent delegates. It would be 
beneficial if Israel could pass on to other 
Asian countries some of her expericnce in 
dealing with homeless children, he said. 
Contact had already been made with 
the Philippines, Japan, Korea, 
and Burma, as well as India. Youth 
Alivah was ready to help the Arab 
inhabitants. of and intended 
repeating last years successiul training 
course for Arab boys in irrigation 
methods at the settlement of Kfar Vitkin. 

Over 6,000 new children were expecied 
to come under Youth Aliyah care this 
year. They were coming at the rate of 
800 a month from Egypt, Eastern Europe, 
and North Africa. More accommodation, 
more instructors, and a bigger budget 
were needed. 

Mr. Kol said that as far as possible 
the children were being placed in small 
groups on kibbutzim so that they could 
quickly be acchimatised to the Israchi way 
of life 

Among arrivals during the last month 
were a group of 40 Polish Jewish children 
who had been living in an orphanage in 
Cracow and whose release the Polish 
Government had granted. It was hoped 
that these would be followed by other 
Jewish orphans now living in ordinar 
Polish orphanages since the closing of all 
Jewish orphanages in Poland some years 
ago.

JERUSALEM 
The largest exhibition of arms ever 
held by the State of Israel was 
declared open this week at Beit 
Dagon, near Tel Aviv, by President 
Ben-Zvi. 


Oa show are the products of Israel's 
own arms industry, which has now a 
considerable export trade; types of. 
equipment received from France; and 
some of the arms captured im the Sinai 
campaign. These Egyptian arms are of 
such varied origin that they give the 
exhibition an tmternational character, 

Mr. Shimon Preres, the Director- 
General of the Isracli Ministry of 
Defence, said that in recent months the 
Israeli arms industry had been developed 
and the exports of arms had been 
increased. Great efforts, he added, had 
been made by Israel to purchase arms 
and “ scores of millions of pounds” had 
been spent. They were indebted to 
several sources for these acquisitions, 
primarily to the French Government and 
to the Jews of the Diaspora, especially 
American Jewry. 

In the central hall of the exhibition 
are displayed Israeli products, from 
small ammunition to heavy bombs. On 
display, too, is the Israel sub-machine 
gun, Uzzi. which has achieved con- 
siderable successes in international. com- 
petitions in Holland, There are also 
anti-tank guns, nfles, mortars, and mines 

In the export section is displayed. 
among other products. a number of 
napalm bombs, anti-tank mines, and 
bombs for jet ‘planes 


LARGEST ARMS EXHIBITION MEDALS FOR SINAI 
Egyptian Equipment on Display 


In the air force section the ‘planes 
shown ra from the “ Primus” ‘plane, 
with which the Israeli Air Force was 
first started, to the French Mysitre jet 
‘plane. 

In the section devoted to equipment 
captured from the Egyptians in the Sinai 
campaign there is a Russian MiG 15 
‘plane, which was shot down near El

COMMEMORATION IN 
LONDON

Criticism of the attitude of British 
Jewry today to the great tragedy that 
befell Polish Jewry was expressed at 
a meeting held at the Grand Palais, 
London, E., on Sunday to com- 
memorate the.

Mr. Halevy said that the annual 
Ghetto commemoration should become 
a great international event to show 
the world that six million Jews had not 
died in vain. 

Rabbi Swift. who said that he was so 
moved by the film they had just seen 
that he had had to abandon the speech 
he had prepared and speak along other 
lines. also complained at the lack of 
interest and the smaliness of the 
attendance. He hoped that the spiri 
and culture of the Jews who had 
perished in Warsaw would be kept alive

Gassing of Jewish Camp

Paul Walter Hoppe, a former 


commandant of the Stutthof con- 
centration camp, near Stettin, and 
Kari Knott, who was a medical 
assistant at the camp, are being retried 
by a court here on a charge of 
murdering camp inmates. Between 
60,000 and 80,000 Jews were gassed 
to death at the camp. 


Ai the previous trial held by the 
court here in September, 1955, Hoppe 
was sentenced to 63 months’ hard 
labour and Knott to three years’ hard 
labour on being found guilty of com- 
plicity in the murder of camp inmates. 
The prosecution appealed against the 
semtence on the ground that was 
wholly out of proportion to the 
heinousness of the crimes committed. 
The appeal was upheld by the Federal 
German Supreme Court. which ruled 
that the defendants be retried for 
murder instead of mere complicity im 
the crime if sufficient evidence could be 
produced.

DESECRATION OF CEMETERIES 


German Government to Investigate

BONN 
The Federal Criminal Investigation 


Department is to conduct an inquiry 


into the recent desecration of the 


Jewish cemetery at Salzgitter, Lower 
Saxony, where 80 gravestones were 


overturned and the vandals left 
behind a straw dummy marked with 
a swastika and a “sign saying: 
“ Germany awaken-—Israel perish.” 

Hitherto the local German police have 
attempted to pass such acis of 
vandalism as schoolboy pranks or the 
work of young rowdies. It has been 
repeatedly claimed that the desecrations 
have no political significance. 

The outrage at Salzgitter, however, 
on the anniversary of Hitler's birthday, 
has aroused public conscience through- 
out the Federal Republic end has 
convinced the authofities that such 
criminal behaviour is not merely the 
work of a few demented individuals. 

The local council has announced that 
all damage to the Salzgitter cemetery 
has been repaired and that the police are 
keeping close watch to ensure that 
further outrages there are not 
commitied. 

But the culprits have not yet been 
apprehended and the Central Council of 
Jews in Germany has issued a strong 
statement deploring the fact that more 
eflectives measures have not been taken 
to bring the desecrators to book. 
“Telegrams of protest have also been sent 
to the Federal Chancellor, Dr. 
Adenauer, by associations of victims of 
Nazism in West Berlin. 


“ Police intimidated ” 


The Secretary of the Central Council, 
Dr. H. G. Van Dam, has pointed out 
here that im recent months such out- 
rages have been committed throughout 
the Federal Republic with incréasing 
frequency. The Salzgitter incident, he 
declares. shows that either the German 
people possesses “an inextinguishable 
meclimation to indulge in the crime 
cemetery desecration” or that the local 
police is being intimidated by neo- 
Nazi clements and is afraid to take 
sterner measures to apprehend the 
perpetrators. 

Dr. Van Dam, in a statement widely 
quoted in the West German press. 
declared: “As long as actions which 
constitute a continued attack against the 
secunty and honour of the German 
people are belittled as individual acts

Windows Smashed

the mortuary of the local Jewish 
cemetery had been smashed. Those 
responsible for the outrage have not 
been traced. 

On the eve of International Labour 
Day (May 1) the local trade unions 
held a memorial meeting to the victims 
of Nazism at the cemetery as a proicst 
against its desecration. 

The Federal Forcign Minister, Heyr 
von Brentano. expressed the hope that 
the vandals would be apprehended in the 
near future and punished with the utmost 
severity of the law. desecration 
of Jewish cemeteries, the Minister said, 
was a crime vigorously condemned by all 
decent Germans.

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YOM ATZMAUT 


NEXT Monday, lyar 5, will be 
Yom Atzmaut, Israel Independence 
Day, the ninth anniversary of the 
proclamation of the State of Israel 
1948. Jewish communities 
throughout the world will again be 
helping to celebrate its observance. 
On Sunday afternoon, the eve of 
the celebration, a special repre- 
sentative Service will be held at 
the Cricklewood Synagogue in 
London. The Chief Rabbi, the 
Haham, and the Principal Rabbi of 
the Federation of Synagogues (who 
will give the address) will be among 
those conducting the service, al 
which the Israeli Ambassador will 
be present. This will be the third 
year that this Service has been held 
under the authority of the Chief 
Rabbi and under the joint auspices 
of the United Synagogue, the 
Federation of Synagogues, the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, 
the Zionist Federation, and the 
Mizrachi - Hapoel Hamizrachi 
Federation. 

It is quite evident that Yom 
Atzmaut has now attained its due 
place of honour in the Anglo- 
Jewish calendar. Yet its recogni- 
tion by the ecclesiastical authorities 
still seems to be of a somewhat 
dubious character. As is well 
known, the present Sefira period 
between Passover and Shavuot is 
traditionally observed as a period 
of mourning by Orthodox Jews, 
when marriages and all festivities 


are forbidden. The only exception — 


that allows for the relaxation of this 
austerity is Lag B'Omer (lyar 18), 
which constitutes, by way of con- 
trast, an occasion for special rejoic- 
ing. Moreover, by a curious 
paradox, Yom Atzmaut coincides 
this year (as it also did last year) 
with the “ First Fast Day” that is 
traditionally observed on the first 
Monday in lyar. It is indeed a 
strange arrangement of the Ortho- 
dox religious calendar that the 
festivity of Yom Atzmaut should 
thus be conjoined with a fast-day. 
If our ecclesiastical authorities 
really wish to encourage a whole- 
hearted and meaningful celebration 
of this day of rejoicing, then it is 
surely incumbent upon them with- 
out any further cavil or. delay to 
give Yom Atzmaut an unequivocal 
status of no less significance than 
that of Lag B'Omer. 


During the nine years which have 
elapsed since the State of Israel 
came into existence, none has been 
more eventful than the year which 
is now ending. Yet recent happen- 
ings have led to no final solution 
of the many problems which con- 
tinue to beset its brave and gallant 
people. The prolonged international 
crisis, which particularly involves 
the future of the Middle East, still 
shows no sign of relaxation. At 
the advent of this tenth year, it is 
opportune to recall a few sentences 
of the original Proclamation of 
Independence : 

“ We extend our hand in peace and 
neighbourliness to all the neighbouring 
States and their peoples, and invite 
them to co-operate the inde- 
pendent Jewish nation for the common 
good of all. The State of Israel is 
prepared to make its contribution to 
the progress of the Middle East as a 
whole. Our call goes out to the Jewish 
pedple all over the world to rally to 
our side in the task of immigration 
and development and to stand by wus 
in the great struggle for the fulfilment 
of the dream of generations for the 
redemption. of Israel.” 

‘Phe sentiments therein expressed 
remain as timely as ever. 


Israel's most cherished hopes and 
heartfelt prayers are now, just as 
they were nine years ago, for the 
achievement of peace with her 
neighbours. And the appeal which 
is made to the Jews of the Diaspora 
evokes a no less enthusiastic 
response today than it did then. 
Next Sunday's representative reli- 
giolls service is indicative of the 
depth of feeling which moves 
British Jewry on this historic 
anniversary. Throughout the 
Anglo-Jewish community an unpre- 
cedented number of meetings and 
functions of every kind have been 
arranged to celebrate the occasion. 
A very significant gathering will be 
next Monday's gala dinner in 
London im honour of the visit of 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, the World 
Patron of Children and Yonth 
Aliyah. On the following day, a 
vivid reminder of the close con- 


will be afforded by the sailing of 
the ss. Theodor Herzl on her 
maiden voyage from London to 
Haifa. Before she sails she will be 
visited by Sir David Eccles, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, and 
the Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
Cullum Welch, O.B.E. The wide- 
spread celebration of Yom Atzmaut 
shows how ardent are the prayers 
and good wishes of British Jewry 
for the welfare and prosperity of 
the State of Israel. 


REORIENTATIONS 


ALTHOUGH it was something of 
a rehef to find that the recent 
severe crisis in Jordan reflected a 
tussle between Arab interests and, 
for once, Israel was not directly 
involved, the way in which events 
have developed can bring little 
comfort to the Government of 
Israel. King Hussein has retained 
his throne, and the forces which 
were opposed to him have been 
worsted, but most observers agree 
that the situation remains extremely 
uncertain. Israel requires condi- 
tions of stability in the Middle 
East as a whole quite as much as 
any of her neighbours, and nothing 
which has taken place during the 
past few weeks gives any hope for 
believing that there has been a 
radical improvement in the situa- 
tion. Indeed, in many respects the 
position looks more ominous than 
it did before. The opposition to 
King Hussein brought to the sur- 
face the latent rivalries of Jordan's 
neighbours, while inside the country 
it has given an opportunity for the 
resurgence of the age-old hostility, 
which exists in all the Arab 
countries, between the Beduin and 
the settled population. In addition, 
and. most serious of all, the 
reactions of the American Govern- 
ment have brought the East-West 
conflict right into the heart of the 
Middle East. 


There is little wonder that the 
world finds it hard to follow 
the logic of American policy in the 
Middle East. The parallel with 
the Suez affair should not be drawn 
too closely. Nevertheless, it is 
difficult to see why, in American 
eyes, Great Britain and France were 
so flagrantly at fault when they 
attempted (by force, it is true) to 
defend Western interests against 
Communist infiltration in Egypt, 
but the Americans themselves are 
justified in using the threat of 
action by the Sixth Fleet to preserve 
Jordan from the same dangers. For 
some unaccountable reason the 
Americans continue to support 
Colonel Nasser over Suez, to the 
grave disadvantage of Great Britain 
and France and Israel, but are 
prepared to go to considerable 
lengths to undermine his influence 
in the other Arab countries. This 
remarkable lack of consistency can 
only have the result of playing into 
the hands of the Russians and 
undermining. what little stability 
exists in the Middle East. | 


There can be little doubt that it 
will not be long before -a fresh 
crisis breaks out, but with the 
mistakes made by Britain in Suez 
and the apparent lack of an 
over-all plan on the part of the 
Americans each crisis finds the 
Western Powers in a weaker posi- 
tion. The State of Jordan has 
never been more than an artificial 
political entity. When General 
Glubb was dismissed from the Arab 
Legion and subsequently the Anglo- 
Jordan Alliance dissolved, it became 
evident that the future of the State 
would soon be in jeopardy. The 
events of the past few weeks have 
flowed logically from Glubb’s dis- 
missal. How much better it would 
have been if, seeing the portents, the 
Great Powers had seized the oppor- 
tunity to work out a new plan for 
the pacification of the Middle East 
as a whole. It is obvious that ‘in 
the present order of things the 
Russians would have to be invited 
to join. A new situation has arisen 
since the boundaries were drawn 
after the collapse of the Ottoman 
Empire, The British and French 
have been ousted as Imperial 
Powers, Arab nationalism is in full 
spate, the State of Israel has proved 
itself the strongest single military 
unit, while at the same time the 
United States and Russia, two 
Great Powers who previously were 
not represented in this area, have 
now asserted their presence.

MODERN METHODS 


REPORTS appear in our present 
issue about two of the oldest of our 
Anglo-Jewish philanthropic institu- 
tions: the Norwood Home for 
Jewish Children and the Jewish 
Blind Society. It is good to note 
that, in each instance, their 
longevity is evidently no hindrance 
to their adopting the most up-to- 
date methods of promoting their 
beneficent work. At the Norwood 
Home, the Chief Rabbi dedicated 
two new “family houses.” Each 
of these houses, under the care of 
a married couple as “father” and 
“mother,” will accommodate ten 
children living as a family group. 
If this initial venture proves a 
success it is intended to erect eight 
more such family houses. Their 
planning is in accordance with 
modern conceptions of child 
welfare, which were of course 
unknown to an earlier generation 
that provided somewhat barrack- 
like accommodation for what was 
then called the “Jews’ Orphan 
Asylum.” This new design for 
living will enable the children to 
feel a family atmosphere in indi- 
vidual houses. At the 138th annual 
court of the Jewish Blind Society 
an ambitious development plan was 
put forward.. This project envi- 
sages the creation of new holiday 
and residential. homes and provin- 
cial centres ; the establishment of a 
club centre in the Metropolis; and 
the development of the London 
headquarters. The Society justly 
prides itself on the fact that its 
homes and welfare activities are 
permeated with the traditional 
Jewish spirit of warm-hearted 
humanity. At the same time, its 
work always keeps abreast of every 
development of medical science and 
modern welfare practice. However, 
it cannot be sufficiently emphasised 
that neither the Norwood Home 
nor the Blind Society can proceed 
with these essential development 
plans unless they receive more 
generous support from their well- 
wishers in the community. 


SPRING-CLEANING 


WHILE Sspring-cleaning is a 
customary practice in the general 
world, nowhere else does it assume 


the importance that it does in Jewry. ° 


The regulations for the springtime 
festival of Passover, as prescribed 
by rabbinic law, give it a deep reli- 
gious significance. It was therefore 
an appropriate enough season for a 
rabbi's portrait to be cleansed from 
the dust and grime of long years 
and re-hung on a newly decorated 
wall. This is what the visitor to 
the National Gallery will find has 
been done most opportunely with 
Rembrandt's “ Portrait of a Rabbi,” 
painted just three centuries ago. 
Two adjacent rooms in the National 
Gallery commemorate the names of 
generous Anglo-Jewish benefactors 
—the Duveen Gallery and the 
Mond Room—and both are 
devoted to Dutch  seventeenth- 
century paintings. After being closed 
for several months, the Mond 
Room has now been reopened 
with its walls newly covered in rich 
red damask. And the place of 
honour here is occupied by Rem- 
brandt’s “Portrait of a Rabbi,” 
which has likewise been immensely 
enhanced by the cleaning it has 
received. This dignified bearded 
man, with his velvet hat and fur- 
trimmed cloak, is now clearly seen 
against a glowing background. It 
is surrounded by about a score 
of other Rembrandt paintings in 
same room. One of these, 
entitled “Portrait of a Jewish 
Merchant,” underwent a _ similar 
cleaning process some years ago. 
Included among them are two of 
the master’s superb “ Self-Por- 
traits.” The visitor must be deep) 
impressed by these reminders bo 
of the life of seventeenth-century 
Holland and of the Jewish and 
Biblical influences which so largely 
inspired Rembrandt's genius. This 
spring-cleaning may bring to fresh

HANDFUL of men here 

enjoy a privilege rare and 

enviable: they are in con- 
stant receipt of some of the world’s 
most juiciest morsels of news and 
they do not have to tell their wives 
about it. What is more, they 
cannot. 

Before going further and at the 
risk of spoiling the menfolk’s pleasure, 
let me state that an almost equal 
number of wives share the same privi- 
lege of not letting their husbands in 
on as many top-level happenings. In 
both cases the individuals are censors, 
men and women sworn to secrecy—-or 
else. 

Confidantes of every foreign corre- 
spondent, these priests in khaki must 
be the best informed people on 
matiers military in the country, apart 
from the highest rankjng officers 
themselves. 

At Tel Aviv’s Government Press 
Office the filing room at rush hours 
is comparable to a market—with 
words the most precious of commodi- 
ties. Bargaining is hectic and stiff; 
words, phrases, names, declared taboo, 
are fervently argued—then hurriedly 
rephrased as a “deal” is struck, a 
compromise reached. The tempo is 
high, for the ~ deadline,”. most 
hallowed event of the newspaperman, 
must be “ made.” 

Copy is handed to the men and 
women behind the counter. Cables 
are read on the spot. Airmail stories 
have second priority. When hagging 
reaches a certain pitch of discore ©? 
copy is taken to an “inner sanctum,” 
where presides the Chief Censor him- 
self—the absolute last word. 


Discreet Staff 


The men and women behind that 
counter are chosen for their discretion, 
knowledge of the most-used languages 
—English and French—and general 
efficiency. Everyone, including the 
telephone operators and messenger 
boys, is pledged to silence. Copy is 
placed inside envelopes, immediately 
sealed by the censors themselves, and 
dispatched by boys to the Cable or 
Post Office, where they are opened by 
the supervisors only. Many a specula- 
tive eye has been cast at those messen- 
gers with their sealed “scoops” by 
newspapermen at a loss for a story. 

But in the last few months of the 
previous year, which saw the making 
of news history at a speed that shook 
even hardened war correspondents, the 
staff of this office set a récord for 
service. With more than a hundred 
correspondents desperately filing 


urgent cables to papers around 
globe, the staff worked round 
clock.

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ISRAEL'S NINTH ANNIVERSARY

S in the first eight years of 
Israel's existence, so during 
the ninth year, the end of 

which will be celebrated next Mon- 
day. May 6, the record of material 
and military achievements was out- 
standing. In fact, the rate of 
progress in developing all available 
resources was hastened. 
Advances were made in every field 
of endeavour. The population, which 
on January 1, 1950, was 1,173,871 
‘about 1,000,000 of them Jews), rose 
on January 1, 1957, to 1,872,310 
(1.667.455 Jews); the number of 
settiements in 1950 was 595 and is 
now 928: 115,572 tons of phosphates 
and 95,532 tons of superphosphates 
were produced in 1956 ; 187,841 tyres 
were manufactured and 1,301 cars and 
| $96 trucks assembled last year. And 
in the same period 3,820,000 dunams 
of land were cultivated. Wheat was 
erown on 620,000 dunams, cotton on 
40.000 dunams, groundnuts on 55,000 
dunams, and citrus on 245,000 


dunams. Exports in 1949 were valued 
1€53.421000. In 1956 they were 
lt 187,000,000. 


Preoccupation With Security 


[hese are encouraging figures yet 
even as they were being achieved the 
main preoccupation was security and 
‘he main expenditure was on arms. 
trom early in 1949, when the armistice 
agreements were signed and peace was 
believed to be a possibility within a 
‘oreseeable time, the relations between 
israel and the Arabs States worsened 
until they reached a new climax at 
the beginning of the ninth year of the 
existence of the State. This period 
was marked by numérous fedayeen 
attacks and in one of them the 
murderers from the Gaza Strip pene- 
trated to the village of Shafrir, near 
rel Aviv, and there murdered five 
children before escaping to Jordan. 

This guerrilla warfare and the enor- 
mous increase in Russian arms sup- 
ples to Egypt turned the chronic 
disease of border actions and reactions 
into an acute jliness which demanded 
emergency measures, Most Israelis 
from that time onwards believed that 
war was inevitable and imminent. 

The Sinai campaign with its bitter 
aftermath is still too recent to be 
seen in its proper perspective. To 
most Israelis the announcement on

October 29 that the Israeli Army had 
attacked the Egyptians in the Sinai 
Peninsula and was already half way 
to the Suez Canal came as complete 
a surpnse as it did to the outside 
world. The Israelis took at their face 
value Mr. Ben-Gurion’s frequent state- 
ments that he would not attack the 
Arabs. Yet no Israeli had any doubts 
regarding the wisdom of this action. 
In those few weeks the nation was 
completely united. 

The final withdrawal from the terri- 
tory gained by the campaign created 
a Spiritual crisis from which the 
Israclis have not yet fully recovered. 
But their courage is still high and 
the main purpose of the State—the 
ingathering of the exiles—is never lost 
sight of. At the height of the politi- 
cal struggle it was decided to increase 
the number of immigrants in 1957 
from 55,000 to 70,000 and then to 
100,000, To the everlasting credit of 
the nation not a single voice was 
raised in protest, despite the fact that 
in order to contribute to the cost of 
this immigration the Government had 
increased taxation and imposed new 
taxes on every commodity. More- 
over, there 1s today a more humane 
approach to newcomers than there 
was in the first days of mass immi- 
gration, immigrants are no longer 
seen aS raw material to be turned 
willy-nilly into farmers: today it is 
generally appreciated that a man or 
woman is happier and most useful 
doing the job he or she is best suited 
for and likes to do. 


Reclamation in the Negev 


The extraordinary events of the 
past year have not been allowed to 
interfere with the work of reclaiming 
the Negev, despite the fact that it is 
a particularly exposed area. Quietly, 
with less clamour than in the early 
days, efforts to exploit fully such 
minerals as do exist in Israel. have 
gone on. Oil production, now in its 
second year, has very slowly increased 
and has now reached five per cent of 
the countrys domestic needs, while 
the search for oil has been extended 
to other areas, including the corridor 
between Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. The 
production of phosphates has been 
the most successful single develop- 
ment. 


Production of copper is due to Start

The. high 
alumimum content of a finer type 
of clay found in the Ramon Crator 
makes it suitable for the manufacture 
of bricks and a factory is to be 
opened in Beersheba. Sand for the 
manufacture of glass is available to 
meet all local needs, and a sand pro- 
cessing plant is being set up at 


Israclis no longer parade their 
sovereignty like a new cloak, although 
it is still novel enough to have a 
special meaning and to. be guarded 
jealously.

Shabbat and Sabattu

Most nations have accepted a 
Sabbath or “day of rest” once 
weekly, It was not until the second 
century of this era that the Christians 
discarded the original Saturday and 
enjoined Sunday as the day of rest-—— 
“ Dies Dominica ” (Lord’s Day), Paul 
had already laid down that the Jewish 
Sabbath was not binding on Gentiles. 
The Mohammedans have their ~ Al 


T's Jewish Sabbath has been 


-Jumah ™ (meeting) for worship, which 


occurs on Friday. ht is derived from 
jewish and Christian practice, except 
that labour is suspended only while 
services are In progress at the mosques. 

For the Jews the Sabbath was 
ordained as a day of rest on the com- 
pletion of the Creation—“ a memorial 
of the Creation” (Exodus xx, 11), 
although in Deuteronomy v, 15, the 
reason given is that it commemorates 
the redemption from Egypt, which 
indicates the redemption of Israel 
from physical slavery. 


Discovery of Text 


One of the problems arising from 


the discovery of the cuneiform 
records of Babylon and Assyria was 
whether the Babylonians had an insti- 
(ution that may be compared to the 
Sabbath of the Hebrews. This prob- 
lem began with the discovery of a text 
which contained the word Sabattu— 
day of rest of the heart.” Scholars 
wondered if this indicated that the 
Babylonians had observed a Sabbath 
similar to and with the features of 
the Hebrew Sabbath. Before answer- 
ing this question it is necessary to 
consider certain of the customs of the 
carly Babylonians. | 


The early Semites worshipped the 


moon and stars; thus they regarded 


Lhe mght as benevolent-and the hot 
day as malevolent, They taught, and 
this was later accepted by the Baby- 
lonians, that the moon has four phases 
every 28. days and comes to a stand- 
Still every seventh day. The Baby- 


lonians adopted the seven-day period 


because of (a) the seven (divine) 
Planetary bodies, and (b) the fact that 
the month can be dividéd roughly 
into four sections of s¢ven days each. 
Each of these days was observed as 


rest day in honour of some deity. 
and was considered ‘of ill-omen 


or tabog, so that new work could not 
be begun nor unfinished work con- 
tinued. On these days physicians 
were not -#ermifted to heal nor 
prophets to declare omens. Records 
giving lists of the days of the months 
also show that a god or goddess 
presided over every day in the year. 

As already stated; these rest days 
were observed as such in honour of 
some dey. Thus, “ The seventh of 
the month is a holy day of Merodach 
and Zeérpanitu-an evil day;- the 
shepherd shall not eat salted meat 
cooked over embers—he shall not 
offer sacrifice—the king shall not ride 
in a chariot—the seer shall not make 
declaration—the physician shall not 
touch a sick man.” These days were, 
therefore, deemed unlucky. 

Now,. although the. Babylonian 
calendar, which is lunar, like the 
Jewish, had rest days on the 7th, 14th, 
2ist, and 28th of each month, they 
also had further rest days on the 15th 
and the 19th of the month. The term 
“ Sapattu ” or “ Sabattu ” was applied 
by the Babylonians to the 15th of the 
month. when the earth's satellite 
“rested ™ for a while at the height 
of its brilliancy. The 15th day. how- 
ever, was not unsuitable for work. It 
originated in the Sumerian ~ Sa-bat.” 
meaning “ mid-rest of “ heart rest"; 
sag (heart), bat (reach the end, to die). 


The Babylonians did not designate the 
weekly seventh day ~Sabattu 
instead they used the term “~ U-hul- 
gallum”™ (evil day). Thus, the 7th, 
14th, 2ist, and 28th were known as 
evil days, or days of mourning: 
Sabattu was applied only to the 
15th day of the month and was knewn 
as a day of appeasement” or “ rest- 
ing of the heart,” being a day when 
the heart of the god (Sin—the moon 
god) is appeased. 

In common with the Greeks, the 
Babylonians divided the month into 
two parts, the Ist to the 15th being 
known as the “former Sabattu,” con- 
sisting of 15 days, and the 16th to 
the end of the month being known as 
the “latter Sabattu.” The month 
itself consisted of 29 or 30 days, as 


in the Hebrew calendar. The word 
“Sabattu™ also meant “the day 
which divides the month.” The 
Egyptians called this Sth = day 


“Samadt”™ (the divider). The Baby- 
lonians also observed the 19th of the 
month as ~ week of weeks” and had 
a special designation, “ Umu uggati ” 
(day of anger), dedicated to Gula or 
Bau, the goddess of healing. Sacrifices 
were offered up in the evening to her 
associate En-urtu. This was a fast day 
and all work was forbidden, 

The Babylonian word Sabattu 
probably has the same root as_ the 
Hebrew word “ Shabbat ” (cease from 
work). Although the Babylonians had 
a Sabbath, this was unlike the Hebrew 
one. Whereas the “ rest days” of the 
former were unlucky days. the Hebrew 


Sabbath is a day of joy. Kt is clear 
that the Jews were influenced con- 
siderably by the Babylonians’ during 
their exile after the destruction of the 
First Temple in 586 b.c.E., hence the 
Babylonian and Assyrian names of 
the Jewish months In use to the 
present day, but the suggestion that 
the Jews borrowed the institution of 
their Sabbath from the Babylonians 
lacks all foundation and. is extremely 
unkhkely. 

We must admit, however, that con- 
tact with the Babylonians and 
Assyrians strengthened the awe in 
which the Sabbath had been held and 
the observance of which had for a 
while been neglected. The observance 
of the Jewish Sabbath went back, like 
the rite of circumcision, to the age 


of Abraham. The 7th, 14th, 2Ist, 
and 28th days of the Babylonian 
months. were not Sabbaths and 


nowhere in the official calendars of 
the period are they so designated. 
Furthermore, whereas the Babylonian 
“Sabattu™ remained attached to 
forces of nature, which it symbolised, 
the Hebrew Sabbath was a symbol of 
man's superior dignity, a day of holi- 
ness and sanctification set apart from 
the rest of the week and thus sanctify- 
ing labour. 

It is clear, therefore, that the 
Hebrew Sabbath has no connection at 
all with the Babylonian “ Sabattu ” 
except that the words “ Sabattu ” and 
“Shabbat” are from a common root 
meaning “rest” or “cease from 
work.”

THE MASTER OF SUEZ 


FROM OUR UNITED NATIONS CORRESPONDENT 


The Security Council, at two meet- 
ings last Friday, acceded to pressure 
by the United States and agreed to 
acknowledge Colonel Nasser's 
sovereignty over the Suez Canal.

HUNGARIAN 
TRAGEDY 


By ALEX FREEMAN 


MONG the 200,000 refugees 
who have left Hungary since 
November, 1956, there are 

at least 17,000 Jews, comprising 
eight and a half per cent of the total 
number of emigrants. Propor- 
tionately, a much greater number of 
Jews than Christians have left the 
country, bearing in mind the fact 
that immediately before the rising 
there were in Hungary only 150,000 
Jews out of a total number of 
10,000,000, constituting one and a 
half per cent of the population. 

What is the reason for this mass 
Jewish exodus from Communist Hun- 
gary ? To understand this it is neces- 
Sary to consider the post-war situation 
of Jewry in an Iron Curtain country. 

Hungarian Jewry before the war 
was a flourishing community 500,000 
strong with a proud tradition. Only 
half its number survived the Nazi 
holocaust, and many of those who 
remained, particularly the younger 
people, managed to emigrate between 
1945 and 1948 when the. borders had 
not yet been hermetically sealed. The 
majority of the Jews who stayed in 
Hungary. were elderly people; thus, 
the yearly death-rate greatly exceeded 
the birth-rate. 

The provincial Hungarian Jewish 
communities, of which there were 
once a large number, were gradually 
dying out and Hungarian Jews were 
to be found only in the larger towns, 
principally Budapest, where at least 
four-fifths of them lived. | 

Economic Ruin 

As regards the economic situation 
industry and commerce, with very few 
exceptions, were socialised and among 
the principal sufferers were Jewish 
business men, investors, and crafts- 
men. Many Jewish families were 
economically ruined and their livel- 
hood expropriated without compensa- 
tion-—just as in the Nazi era. 

Political persecution was endured 
by the Jews even more than by certain 
other sections of the population. In 
1951 and 1952, as the Stalinist terror 
reached its climax, about 40,000 
people, nearly 4,000 of them Jews, 
were deported from Budapest to 
remote districts of the country and 
were exposed to starvation and sub- 
jected to hard labour. Whatever the 
occurrences in this unlucky country— 
fascism or Communism, war or “ cold 
war,’ German occupation or Russian 
occupation—always the Jews suffered 
most of all 

As far as religious life was con- 
cerned, worship was not forbidden 
but many people were afraid to go to 
synagogue. Moreover, from 1951 to 
the beginming of 1953. certain restric- 
tions were imposed in some areas 
on religious observance, particularly 


affecting religious instruction for 
children. Jews suffered in much 
greater degree than Catholics or 


Protestants. Many rabbis were interned 
or arrested. The Hungarian branches 
of the “Joint” were dissolved and 
their fimances confiscated. Those 
caught trying to flee across the border 
and Zionists attempting to organise 
jHegal” alhya were thrown into 
prison and sentenced to vears of 
imprisonment with hard labour. 
Amtisemitism was officially regarded 
@S non-existent but everyone knew 
perfectly well that under the surface 
there was a powerful antisemitic 
current, and every Jew lived in per- 
manemt fear of a sudden violent 
eruption of this undercurrent. 


Manning the Barricades 

The vast majority of Hungarian 
Jews therefore welcomed the more 
liberal conditions obtaining in the 
country after Stalin's death and co- 
operated with revolutionary 
elements seeking to rid the country 
of Communist oppression. Jewish 
writers and journalists took part in 
the intellectual preparation of the 
1S) Jews participated in the great 


demowstrations on the evening of 


Oct r° 23 and manned the barri-. 


cad during the ensuing fighting. 

This, then, was the political and 
economic situation of Hungarian 
Jewry under Communism and dis- 
poses effectively of the stupid asser- 
tion that Jews derived profit from the 
Hungarian Communist régime or 
helped to further Communism in the 
country. Men like Rakosi and- Gerd 
never had any ties with Jewry. 
Although of Jewish ancestry they 
were declared atheists, opposed to any 
religion, especially Judaism. They 
never did anything to help Jews or to 
aid the community. Their fanatic 
hilosophy and endeavours were very 
ar removed from Jewish weals. They 
and their supporters are now in dis- 


grace and have been driven ou! or 


arrested, But Communism still 
remains what it was, and one of its 
victims is Hungarian Jewry, 

The number, of Jews in Hungary-— 
the precise figures are unknown-—'s 


now estimated at a little over 100.000. |

Synagogue Minutes 


Looking through old minutes of the 
congregation as oe back as 1840, it ts 
interesting to note that in 1840 there were 
talks about looking for larger rooms to 
accommodate the mereased membership. 
In the subsequent years, until the new 
edifice was erected in 1858 on the present 
site of the Great Synagogue, arrange- 
ments were made each year to hold over- 
flow services in the Jews’ School Howse, 
Chectham Hill Road, and officers 
appointed to look afier the arrangements 
for the Holy-days. 

In December, 1853, a letter was 
received from the Improvement Com- 
mittee fof the Manchester Corporairon) 
“touching the synagogue,” and it was 
resolved to refer this letter to a solicitor 
for advice. At a meeting held on 
December 7, 1853, Mr. A. Spier reported 
that the solicitor advised the congrega- 
tion to be neutral at present on the

What was this all about? It referred 
to the Corporation's intention to make 
a road through the city to commemorate 
the city’s incorporation as a city, the 
path of the proposed sirect laying 
through the existing synagoguc, then in 
Halliwell Street (afterwards, when the 
Synagogue and other bwildings were 
demolished, this street became known as 
Corporation Street).

BIBLICAL LITERATURE 


Life and Language in the Old 
Testament. By Mary ELLen CHase. 
Collins. 10s. 6d. 


Reviewed by DAVID PATTERSON 


Miss Chase has evinced an extra- 
ordinary facility for distilling the 
essence of Biblical values and offering 
it in most attractive form. Although 
many of her conclusions have been 
noted by others, few writers in this 
field have achieved such a highly 


satisfactory arrangement of the 
material and so convincing a style of 
presentation. Indeed the author's 


success depends not so much upon any 
striking originality of idea as upon the 
restrained passion of her own pleading 
and the power of communicating her 
own enjoyment of the Bible to others. 
That very power of communication, 
which she finds a characteristic feature 
of Hebrew poctry, has, in fact, infused 
her own writing to no small degree, 
and enables the reader to share some- 
thing of her own warm understanding 
of the Hebrew spirit. Miss Chase is 
so convinced that she convinces. 


Hebraic Thought 


Of the three sections of this book 
the first is devoted to an analysis of 
the ancient Hebrew mind. After first 
outlining the importance of the geo- 
raphy and climate of Canaan On the 
of the Israelite character 
and in particular the types of value 
engendered by this physical back- 
ground, the author proceeds to 
delineate the Hebrew sense of history 
within the framework of -its religious 
significance. Two excellent chapters 
deal with the conception of time which 
emerges from the Bible. and the com- 
pelling sense of place which was less 
concerned with external features than 
with inner meaning and spirit. Other 
distinctive qualities of the Hebrews are 
detected in their physical and spiritual 
vitality, their stamima, violence, and 
loneliness, and their understanding of 
the realitics.of existence. The author 
finds the Hebrew mind to have been 
characterised by i#¢ alertness, its 
never-failing sense of wonder and an 
inherent instinct for worship. Each 
of these qualities is illustrated by a 
delightful use of quotation.

for overlapping, into pre-exilic and 
post-exilic strata, Miss Chase amply 
illustrates the fact that the prose of 
the former period derives its great 
power from simplicity, directness, and 
a forceful use of repetition, while the 
comparatively minor quantity of 
poetry is inspired by the qualities of 
terseness and vigour, violence, 
enyphasis, and urgency, made all the 
more effective by a continuous usage 
of familiar figures of speech. The 
second period is accompanied by a 
decline in the level of the prose, which 
is Compensated. however, by a great 


increase in the quantity of poctry. 
Poetic Qualities 
The latter is characterised by an 


increased vocabulary, a new mtimacy 
and power of identification. far more 
detailed description, greatly enriched 
imagery, sharper contrasts, and ao 
acute observation of nature Ihe 
significant differences between the 
earlier and later strata of Hebrew 
poctry are demonstrated with parti- 
cular skill, and here as throughout the 
rest of the book the examples chosen 
are most illuminating. 

As a careful analysis of the qualities

Bercott was also a founder-member of 
the Pollokshields Hebrew Congregation, 
and-at the time of his death was a 
member of the Council and of the 
Finance Committee of the synagogue. He 
rendered valuable service in the pro- 
motion of Jewtsh education in the cry 
in the early days of the Talmud Torah. 
He also served for several years on the

Mr. Bercott was in business as a 
eweller and antique dealer in Glasgow 
for many years and was recognised 4s 
a leading authority on precious stones. 


Vir. Leon Bernard Kagan, a prominent

leader, has died in New York at the age 
of 64. te was a trustee of the Zionist 
Organisation of America and of the 
Jewish National Fund, and served on the 
city's Federation of Jewish Pmilanthropics’ 
Tax Conwnittec. 


MR. DALTON’S MEMOIRS 


The Fateful Years: “Memoirs 
1931-45. By HuGH Datton. Frederick 
Muller, 30s.

The first volume of “Mr. Hugh 
Dalton’s memoirs, covering the period 
from 1887 till 1931, was published 
under the title “ Call Back Yesterday.” 
This is the second volume that includes 
World War If. During that period 
Mr. Dalton was Minister of Economic 
Warfare (1940-42). and President of 
the Board of Trade (1942-45). He was. 
in addition, charged in 1940 with the 
expansion of the new war-time Special 
Operations Executive (S.0.E.) that 
carried Out subversion and sabotage 
in enemy-occupied territory. It is 
from S.O.E. that the Political Warfare 
Executive (P.W.E.) subsequent! 
developed. 

The most interesting part of this 
book for Jewish readers is the section 
that deals with Mr. Dalton’s views in 
1944 on the future Of Palestine. These 
were embodied in his draft memo- 
randum on the International Post-War 
Settlement for the Labour Party Con- 
ference. The essence is contained in 
the following paragraph : 

“ Here we have halted half-way. irresolute 
between conflicting policies. But there is surely 
ncither hope nor meaning in a ‘ Jewish Nationa! 
Home _ unless We are prepated to ket Jews, if 
they wish, enter this tiny land in such numbers 
ae to become & majority. There was a strong 
case for this before the war There is an 
ircesistible casé mow, after the unspeakabic 
atrocities of the cold and calculated German 
Nazi pian © kill all Jews in Europe. Here, too. 
in Palestine surcly is a case. on human grounds 
and to promote a stable setilement, for transfer 
of population. Let the Arahe be encouraged 
to move Out as the Jews move in. Let them 
be compensated handsomely for their land and 
let their settlement cisewhere be caretulty 
Organieed and gcacrously financed. The

Rushbrook Williams's book to all who 
wish to understand the structure, 
political, social, and economic of Israel, 
her problems and her achievements, 
It is short, perspicuous, highly infor- 
mative, balanced in judgment, accurate 
in fact. After a brief historical pre- 
lude the author deals with the present 
in a series of chapters. 

He knows. the Middle East. and is 
struck by the physical contrast Israel, 
a modern “ European” state, makes 
with her Arab neighbours, He is 
satished that, with an ingathering from 
many lands, the formidable task of 
creating a nation out of many diverse 
elements is well on’ the way to achieve- 
ment, largely through the agency of 
the schools and the army. The econo- 
mics Of Israel would a few years ago 
have appeared more novel than today, 
when so many States, developed and 
underdeveloped, look to external aid. 
But Israel is making her own experi- 
ment by seeking to create a fully- 
fledged welfare society in a pioneer 
land.

But our young people are wonder- 
ful. They bear up. They didn't 
know one another very well at the 
‘initial meeting, but a common aim, 
a burning desire to help their counter- 
parts in Israel, united them. After a 
brief introduction, Junior Booth 
Street. Charities Aid and New Aid, 
Help for Israel, Silver Spoon, and 
Marylebone Jewish Society were 


shooting down one another's ideas 
with the uninhibited candour usually 
confined to brothers and sisters. Inter- 
committee rivalries were forgotten 
before the immensity of enterprise 
they had conjointly undertaken, one 
of the most ambitious projects (they 


thought) ever thought up and thought. 


out by young people in this country. 

It was the brain-child of the youth- 
ful chairman, and it was interesting to 
hear how he “put it across.” It is 
the practice of most charitable com- 
mittees to concentrate their efforts 
throughout most of the year on the 
organisation of one major fund-raising 
function held at the end of the year ; 
little of note takes place in the 
summer. The beauty of the new 
scheme, it was believed, was that it 
would cut out the slack season, chan- 
— the inexhaustible store of 
youthful energy into a creative direc- 
tion. What better focal point than 
Israel's ninth Independence Day ? 
And what better date than Lag 
b’Omer ? 

A wave.of enthusiasm swept over 
the meeting, but each one anchored 
himself to the facts and refused to be 
carried away., Detail for detail they 
analysed and criticised, rejected and 
perfected.

Variations. (1) Spread the buttered 
toast with anchovy essence or pasic.

(3) Serve on boiled rice, to which add 
a little grated cheese and tomato purée. 
Bananas, cut through and lightly fried, 
can be placed round the rice. Spaghetti 
can replace the rice.

dence Day Comm|mittee.” Patrons 
were a problem. They spent a lot of 
time proposing and deposing possibles.

No “Overriding Factor”

Sir.—Dr. Gerald Jacobs, in his 
article “Causes of - Thrombosis” 
(THe Jewish Apri 5), sug- 
gesis that, 1o reduce the incidence of 


coronary thrombosis, we must cut 
down our intake of animal fats, 
including butter, milk, cheese, and 


eggs; and replace them with non- 
animal fats such as fish oils, vegetable 
oils, margarine, ete. 


Unfortunately, the answer jis not so 
simple as this, as is shown by the many 
articles on the causes of coronary throm- 
bosis which have appeared in the Lancer 
and other medical journals during recent 
years, 

These articles are there for al) who 
care to read them, bat quiic apart from 
them your readers may be interesied in 
the following figures: 


1934-1938 1956 
Butter consumption ia ib.‘ head 248 18.2 
Margarine, 8.7 17.4 


At the same time the consumption per 
head of eggs and cheese remains much 
the same as pre-war, and milk consump- 
tion, though it has increased, has not 
risen. anywhere near enough to offsci 
the fall in butter consumption. 

In other words, we are today cating 
less animal fats and more vegetable fats 
than we did pre-war. According to Dr. 
Jacobs's article, the incidence of coronary 
thrombosis should, therefore, be falling. 
But, alas, the reverse is true. 

This being the case, we can at Icsst 
extract one piece of comfort: we can zo 
on enjoying our “ butter, milk, cheese, 
and eges” with an easy conscience just 
as our ancestors did, insicad of forcing 
ourselves to cat “fish oils, vegetable 
oils, margarine, etc.”

MINOR VARIETIES 


By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


One of the idiosyncrasies of 
philately which the layman never 
seems able to understand is that what 
appears to him to be a_ felatively 
unimportant variety on a stamp will 


be worth a small fortune, while 
another variety, apparently just as 
significant, or insignificant, is 
valueless. 


This mystifying element came to the 
fore many times in the past few months, 
as a result of the publicity given to the 
“ Dartford Twopennics.” the British 2d. 


stamps without perforations. Those 
errors were Offered for sale at about 
£100 a pair. When that was made 
known many people discovered § that 
some stamps in booklets had no 
perforations on one or two. sides 
and imagined that they, too, were

That is the main 
reason why § the

pennies were 
sold im pairs and 
blocks. As far as 
the booklet 
stamps are concerned, the perforations 
at the edees are very often trimmed 
when the booklets are made. and one 
might almost say that to find perfora- 
nons all round on evéry stamp in a 
book is the. exception rather than the 
rule. 

Minor varieties of printing are 
common on stamps prodaced by photo- 
gravure, such as the current low values 
of Great Britam,. and misshapen or 
blotchy letiers in the imscriptions are 
rarely of any philatelic importance. 
Constant though Minor varieties can 
found on many recent issues of Israel: 
for example, the Torn collar on the 
Rambam stamp, the .“ Phantom plane 
on the 10-pruta airmail, and the “ Ball 
hetween B and >" on the 30 pruta of 
the third “Comms” set. All these 
varieties and othefs of a similar nature 
are due to minute defects on the print- 
ing cylinders or the photographs used at 
an earher stage in production. Owing 
to the popularity of Israch stamps these 
varieties are sought after by collectors 
and have achieved catalogue rank in the

This is another day given over to 
music, song. and dancing, no school 
is open, and the older boys and girls 
are sometimes taken on a fiyul 
{ramblie). Many trips and excursions 
are planned to the sacred places of 
Meron.

Purim is another red-letter day in 
the life of an Isracli child. A kibbutz 
usually tries to stage a set piece, often 
with the characters of the Purim 
story as a play. Someone wrote to 
me this year that they staged a Fair 
of Nations. Each person dressed up 
in the distinctive garb. of another 
country and was encouraged to sing 
a song or dance in keeping with rit. 
On Purim, folk in the towns often 
go out with an effigy of Haman and, 
later in the evening, the effigies are 
publicly burned. 


First Fruits 


I have left to the last the most 
interesting Festival of the year. This 
is held on Shavuot which, as you 
know, is not only the anniversary of 
the Giving of the Torah, but also 
the harvest of the first fruits. Each 
kibbutz will join with its nerghbours 
and, as of old, bikkurim (first fruits) 
are brought and gathered : together 
from all the villages of Eretz Yisrael 
as a sign of thanksgiving. The 
children of the kibbutz have a great 
part to play as they present the offer- 
ings. They are always dressed in 
white with wreaths of wheat and 
flowers, carrying small baskets of 
symbolic fruits. The field is arranged 
like a small amphitheatre with bales 
of straw for ‘steps and stage. If it is 
a farming kibbutz, a pullet and 
cockerel will be presented and a dish 
of the very biggest eggs. According 
to the produce are the offerings. Each 
presentation is welcomed by a few 
verses (which you will find in Deutero- 
nomy xXxvi) and suitable answers 
are given. After the procession of the 
hikkurim, the school children usually 
sing songs and dance for the delight 
of their elders. 

These are in brief some of the 
children’s celebrations in Israel. 
Don't they sound gay and festive and 
dont you wish you could join in 
them ?
